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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


I congratulate the Society on the work which it has 
accomplished during the past year; in the financial sup- 
port that has been given by its members and friends, in 
the co-operation which it has received from other so- 
cieties interested in the preservation and enjoyment of 
animal life, in the actions taken by the National and 
State Governments and by the Canadian Government 
in the protection of the bison and other large quadru- 
peds and in providing means by which these large an1- 
mals may increase in numbers and continue to be the 
associates of man for many generations to come. 

The number of pure blooded bison in the United 
States and Canada was increased in the season 1911-12 
from 2,760 to 2,907. The Wichita herd was increased 
to 30 last spring, the Montana herd to 70 and the Yel- 
lowstone National Park herd to 125; the Canadian 
herds to 1,132. Of the private herds, the Blue Mountain 
Forest herd in New Hampshire numbers 86, the Good- 
night herd 120 or more, and the James Philip herd 290. 
This last herd has been offered for sale to the Society. 
It is feeding just east of the Missouri River in South 
Dakota. 

The Society since its last meeting secured an 
appraisal of lands belonging to private parties adjacent 
to the Wind Cave National Park in western South 
Dakota, and reported its findings to the United States 
Secretary of Agriculture early in 1912. On February 
27 and March 6 the Society sent communications to the 
Secretary of Agriculture, after conferences with sena- 
tors and representatives in Congress for South Dakota 
and neighboring states, recommending the establish- 
ment of a National Bison Range and Game Preserve on 
the Wind Cave National Park, and on lands adjacent 
thereto, containing permanent water supplies and com- 
prising some fifteen thousand acres altogether, at a 
cost for fencing of $17,000, and at a cost for acquiring 
lands not now the property of the Government of 
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$15,000, or $32,000 altogether; the Society agreeing to 
furnish for the preserve a herd of not less than fifteen 
full blooded bison in good condition for breeding. 

On March 14 Secretary Wilson in acknowledging 
the receipt of these letters wrote as follows: 


In reply I beg to say that the department fully appreciates the 
generous offer of The American Bison Society, as well as the public 
spirit shown by the Society in formulating this project and in col- 
lecting the data necessary for submission to Congress. The National 
Bison Range in Montana, established at the suggestion of, and 
stocked with buffalo presented by, your Society, has been remark- 
ably successful, and has demonstrated the importance of having 
several such preserves at suitable points in the original buffalo 
country. The Wind Cave National Park seems to offer a location 
equal to that of any preserve thus far established; and if the plan 
which you outhne can be consummated, it will afford another range 
as desirable as that in Montana. 

The matter will be taken up at once, and your plan will be sub- 
mitted to the Secretary of the Interior and to Congress in the hope 
that the necessary legislation may be secured.

Clauses were accordingly inserted in agricultural 
appropriation bills in both houses of Congress provid- 
ing for the establishment of the Wind Cave National 
Game Preserve as recommended, and providing for 
appropriations of $17,000 for fencing and $15,000 for 
land purchases. Members of your Committee on State 
Herds appeared before members of the Committees on 
Agriculture of both houses. The measure passed the 
Senate in March and went to the Conference Com- 
mittee of the two houses, and finally passed both houses 
in the early summer as prepared, except ‘that the 
appropriation made was $26,000 instead of $32,000. 

The Department of Agriculture has proceeded 
under the act to prepare the way for the establish- 
ment of this important game preserve, beautifully 
located, admirably adapted for the purpose intended, 
and including a portion of the winter feeding grounds 
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of the large herds of bison that formerly ranged to the 
north and northeast in the summer season. 

It will be incumbent on the Society to provide a 
herd of 15 or more bison for this preserve in 1913 or 
early in 1914. 

On April 21 the following letter was received:

Cave National Bison Range, whenever it is established by Congress. 
We would wish the cost of transportation to be met by the Bison 
Society; but the crating will be at the expense of the Zoological 
Society. 

I need hardly assure you that these will be animals of absolutely 
pure blood. aa

My Dear Dr. Hornaday: I have the honor to acknowledge the 
receipt of your letter of April 20 in which you present, on behalf of 
the New York Zoological Society, to The American Bison Society, 
a herd of ten buffaloes, consisting of males and females of various 
ages, for a nucleus herd for the Wind Cave National Game Preserve 
in South Dakota, as soon as it shall have been established by Con- 
gress, and on condition that The American Bison Society will pro- 
vide the cost of transportation of the buffaloes from New York to 
the Game Preserve, as stated, and with the further condition that 
the expense of crating the buffaloes will be borne by the New York 
Zoological Society. 

This gift is not only a most valuable one, but most timely. 
It comes when Congress has under consideration the establishment 
of the Wind Cave National Game Preserve. The gift of this nucleus 
herd will be a strong argument with Congress for establishing the 
Game Preserve. 

I have no doubt that The American Bison Society will accept 
the offer contained in your letter with due recognition of its im- 
portance. 

I am forwarding copies of your letter to the Hon. James Wilson, 
Secretary of Agriculture, and to senators and members of Congress 
who are interested in establishing the Wind Cave National Game 
Preserve and a herd of bison therein. 

I beg you to receive for yourself, as Director of the New York 
Zoological Society, and for its Board of Trustees, the grateful 
acknowledgment of the offer that you have made from its President, 
and the assurance to the Trustees that favorable action will be taken 
by the Society at its next meeting.

Action on the letter from Dr. Hornaday will there- 
fore be appropriate at this meeting. 

The various actions taken by the Board of 
Managers since the last meeting are contained on pages 
14 and 15 of the Fifth Annual Report of the Society 
published in October. 

Copies of the report of Mr. J. Alden Loring on the 
Wind Cave National Game Preserve were furnished by 
the Society to members of Congress and to the press 
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and other copies are included in the Annual Report as 
authorized by the Board of Managers. 

The first annual dinner was successfully held at 
Delmonico’s on February 23, a report of which will 
be made by the special dinner committee. This com- 
mittee sought to have the Second Annual Dinner given 
this evening but it was found to be impracticable. 

I take this occasion to recommend that the Society 
seek the establishment of additional herds, so far as 
practicable, on National land in the western States and 
on State lands in eastern States, particularly in the 
State of New York. 

In closing this, my second brief Annual Report, 
I take the occasion to thank all the members and friends 
of the Society who have co-operated in its work, and 
particularly those members of the Board of Managers 
and of standing and special committees who have given 
a large amount of time to the Society’s interests and 
purposes, for the important services rendered, and to 
express the conviction that valuable as has been the 
work of the Society in the past it has even more valu- 
able work awaiting it.

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SEVENTH ANNUAL MEETING 


HE Seventh Annual Meeting of the American 

Bison Society was held at the American Museum 

of Natural History, New York City, on Thursday, 
January 9s Gils at 0.30 3Ae NE: 

Present were Dr. Palmer, Dr.. Hornaday, Messrs. 
Edwards, Grant, Stonebridge, Stevens (representing 
the Treasurer), Hutchinson, Baynes, Edgell, and the 
Secretary. President Hooper in the chair. 

The minutes of the previous meeting were read 
and approved. 

Mr. Stevens presented the Annual Report of the 
Treasurer. It was Voted: To receive and refer this 
report to a committee for audit, and to print it in full 
in the Annual Report. 

President Hooper then read his report, which 
appears in full elsewhere. It was Voted: To accept the 
report of the President, and to print it in full in the 
Annual Report. 

The Secretary reported that, apart from his ordi- 
nary duties in connection with the correspondence of 
the Society and the publication of the Annual Report, 
his only activity of interest to the Society during the 
past year had been his visit to the Montana National 
Range. On his way east from the Pacific Coast, in the 
latter part of September, he stopped off at Dixon over 
night, and early the next morning rode out to the 
range In company with a friend. Warden Hodges, 
having been notified of their coming, was prepared for 
their appearance, and extended a hearty welcome. All 
then rode over the range in a generally easterly direc- 
tion, and found the herd peacefully grazing on the 
eastern slope, facing the Mission Mountains. A day 
or two previously a fall of snow had covered the tops 
of these rugged peaks, and in contrast with the brown 
slopes of the range and the vari-colored foliage of the 
trees bordering the creek, they presented a magnificent 
sight. The bison in sight at this time numbered 70 
individuals, making the number of absentees, 11. Mr. 
Hodge stated that these were mostly bulls, which were 
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more or less in the habit of keeping by themselves. 
On the outskirts of the herd could be discerned, at the 
party’s approach, a solitary antelope, which soon 
made off out of sight; this animal, Mr. Hodges said, 
had attached himself to the bison when he found he 
was no longer welcome in the company of the small 
band of his own kind. The party rode in among the 
bison, and the Secretary approached near enough to 
some of the animals to secure some very fair photo- 
graphs, considering the lack of sunhght. With the 
exception of a young bull whose leg is crippled as a 
result of a rattlesnake bite, and an ag ved cow, all looked 
in splendid condition, and appeared contented and 
thriving. Mr. Hodges may well take pride in the 
progress which the herd under his care is making. 

For the Committee on State Herds, Dr. Palmer 
read a brief report, which appears in full elsewhere. 
It was Voted: To receive and accept this report, and 
to print it in the Annual Report. 

Dr. Palmer’s report having brought up the matter 
of municipal herds, Dr. Hornaday then discussed the 
practicability of securing the establishment of such 
herds in parts of the country where no bison now exist. 
He stated that he understood it to. be the plan of the 
Canadian Government to. distribute bison to cities m 
various parts of Canada. In the United States condi- 
tions are not so favorable for such action on the part 
of the Government. In this country the States and 
municipalities prefer that the National Government 
shall not only take the initiative, but bear all the ex- 
pense of establishment and maintenance. The one 
exception in recent years is the town of Valentine, 
Neb., where Dr. Palmer succeeded in raising a sum of 
money to fence the buffalo pasture on the Fort 
Niobrara Reserve. A hopeful sign of the times, how- 
ever, is the spread of a desire for municipal zoological 
parks. The backwardness of the south and southwest 
in this movement for small zoological collections is 
probably largely due to lack of funds. 

With reg card to scope of the Bison Society’s activi- 
ties, Dr. Hornaday stated his belief that every organi- 
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zation concerned with matters of wild life preserva- 
tion in any of their aspects should take a hand in the 
general movement. He urged that the Bison Society 
so extend its activities. 

Mr. Madison Grant asserted that the main part of 
the work of the Society has been accomplished in the 
creation of large herds of bison under Government 
ownership; that small municipal collections are not 
important in the preservation of the species, and may 
well be left to their own development. In his opinion, 
the time is now at hand for the Society to take part 
in the general movement, especially with that phase 
of it which looks toward the restocking of the pre- 
serves with antelope and other disappearing species of 
big game. 

Dr. Palmer agreed to the pressing necessity for 
general work, but strongly urged the desirability of 
securing the establishment of local herds in the south, 
in view of the eventual founding of a Government herd 
in the National Appalachian Park. Such small local 
herds would be of educational value in arousing inter- 
est among the southern people in an animal with which 
most of them are not at all familiar. Dr. Palmer 
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reviewed the history of the establishment of the new 
Niobrara herd. At his suggestion the Chamber of 
Commerce of Valentine, Neb., raised the sum of $570.00 
towards fencing the pasture, and the National Associa- 
tion of Audubon Societies voted $1,500.00 toward the 
same purpose. The Government then added a suit 
able area to the Niobrara reservation. The result is 
that about 214 acres are now enclosed and 39 head of 
big game animals are on their way to the reservation. 

Mr. Stonebridge called attention to the desir- 
ability of a game preserve in the Shoshone country, 
with which he is familiar. There is now some senti- 
ment favorable to the creation by the State of Wyom- 
ing of such a preserve on some 800 to 1,000 square 
miles of National Forest land, lying on the north fork 
and part of the south fork of the Shoshone River. 
This preserve would provide winter range for at least 
5,000 elk and many other animals from the Yellow- 
stone National Park. 

Dr. Hornaday called the Society’s attention to 
recent reports of the discovery in the Caribou Moun- 
tains of a new lot of wild bison, probably several hun- 
dred, by the Northwest Mounted Police. It seems 
probable that these bison in the remote regions of the 
northwest are nearly stationary in numbers. Noth- 
ing has been heard ‘recently from Dr. Radford, who 
has been looking up the wild herd in the vicinity of the 
Great Slave Lake. 

Mr. Stonebridge, as Chairman of the Dinner Com- 
mittee, reported that 50 acceptances to the dinner held 
last February were received, and that 46 persons 
attended. Plans for a dinner this year are already 
under way. 

The meeting then proceeded to the election of 
members of the Board of Managers. The Secretary 
reported that the terms of the following had expired: 
Charles L. Brinsmade, H. A. Edwards, Frederic H. 
Kennard, Prof. Henry Fairfield Osborn, Edward L. 
marker, John M. Phillips, Ernest Thompson Seton, 
John EK. Thayer, William P. Wharton. 

On motion, President Hooper named a committee 
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of three, of which Mr. Baynes was Chairman, to report 
nominations to fill these vacancies. 

Tn the absence of the Committee, on motion of Mr. 
Stonebridge, seconded by Dr. Palmer, it was unani- 
mously Voted: That Mr. Ernest Harold Baynes be 
made an Honorary Member of the American Bison 
Society, in recognition of his distinguished services 1 
securing ‘the permanent preservation and increase of 
the American bison.”’ 

Upon the return of the Nominating Comimittee, 
President Hooper notified Mr. Baynes of his election 
to honorary membership, and Mr. Baynes accepted in 
a brief speech expressing his pleasure at being 
accorded this honor. Messrs. Seymour, Stonebridge 
and Brinsmade were appointed a committee to prepare 
a suitable certificate of membership for presentation 
to Mr. Baynes. 

The Nominating Committee reported the follow- 
ing list: Charles L. Brinsmade, George 8. Edgell, H. 
A. Edwards, Frederic H. Kennard, Prof. Henry Fair- 
field Osborn, John M. Phillips, Ernest Thompson 
Seton, John HE. Thayer, William P. Wharton. 

The report was accepted, and these gentlemen 
declared elected to the class of 1916. 

Mr. Edgell, being asked to say something about 
the Blue Mountain Forest, or Corbin herd, stated that 
between 60 and 70 were then in winter quarters, but 
that in summer it was very difficult to see the herd, 
and to determine its number impossible. The munici- 
pal herd idea Mr. Edgell approved, pointing to the 
zoological collection at Rome as a model small collec- 
tion of animals and one of much educational import- 
ance. He stated that he felt certain that the Blue 
Mountain Forest Association would present two ani- 
mals to the new Wind Cave Reserve. In closing Mr. 
Edgell referred to an apparent change in the stature 
and character of the Corbin bison, in the former 
respect having increased perhaps 10 per cent.; these 
changes he ascribed to the excellent conditions which 
surrounded them on the fenced range. 
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On motion of Mr. Baynes, it was Voted: That a 
committee be appointed to confer with the Blue Moun- 
tain Forest Association regarding its proposed gift to 
the Wind Cave National herd. 

President Hooper called attention to the desir- 
ability of including Corbin Park in the new White 
Mountain National Forest. He referred also to the 
danger that the Philip herd might leave the United 
States, and the possibility of having it distributed 
among a number of small herds. It is now offered for 
sale at $850.00 per head. 

The matter of a game preserve in the Shoshone 
country, as advocated by Mr. Stonebridge, was referred 
to the Board of Managers. 

President Hooper referred to the veto several 
years ago of the Adirondack Bison Preserve Bill. 
Since then no good opportunity to push such legisla- 
tion has presented itself. He urged that the Society 
renew its recommendation for a State herd in New 
York, and it was so voted. 

Mr. Baynes stated that late reports indicate that 
the wild herd in the Yellowstone Park consists of over 
40 animals, of which 10 are calves. 

The chair appointed Messrs. Baynes, Edwards 
and Wharton as Auditine Committee to audit the 
accounts of the Treasurer, and report to the Board of 
Managers. 


At 12.25 P. M. the meeting adjourned.

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SEVENTH ANNUAL MEETING OF 
BOARD OF MANAGERS 


FLE Seventh Annual Meeting of the Board of Mana- 

gers of The American Bison Society was held at 

the American Museum of Natural History, New York 

City, on Thursday, January 9, 1913, at 2 P. M., follow- 
ing the regular meeting of the Society. 

President Hooper was in the chair. Those present 
were: Dr. Hornaday and Dr. Palmer, and Messrs. 
Baynes, Edwards, and Wharton. 

The minutes of the previous meeting were read 
and stood approved. 

President Hooper called Mr. Baynes to the chair. 
Dr. Hornaday, securing recognition, placed Professor 
Hooper in nomination — for President. This nomina- 
tion was seconded by the Secretary. 

Professor Hooper then nominated Dr. Hornaday 
for President, and expressed his strong desire that the 
latter would accept the position. 

In reply, Dr. Hornaday stated that Professor 
Hooper should be continued in office until the Wind 
Cave Bison Herd was an established fact, and that after 
that had been accomplished, he might be entitled to a 
rest; this project has from the first been distinctively 
his. 

It was unanimously Voted: That the Secretary 
east one ballot for Professor Hooper. This having been 
done, Professor Hooper was declared elected President 
hoi. 

For first Vice-President, Professor Henry Fair- 
field Osborn was nominated and elected, and as second 
Vice-President, Dr. John C. Phillips. 

Messrs. Williams and Wharton were re-elected 
Treasurer and Secretary respectively. 

It was left to the discretion of the Executive Com- 
mittee as to whether honorary officers should be elected. 

The Executive Committee was chosen as follows: 
Dr. Palmer, and Messrs. H. A. Edwards, E. L. Parker, 
C. H. Stonebridge and Clark Williams. 
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In accordance with a vote of the Board, President 
Hooper named Dr. Palmer and Dr. Hornaday as the 
Committee on State Herds. 

On motion of Dr. Palmer, it was Voted: That the 
Society formally accept the generous offer of the New 
York Zoological Society of ten bison to stock the Wind 
Cave National Game Preserve, and that the President 
be requested to communicate this action to the Secre- 
tary of the New York Zoological Society. 

It was then announced by Mr. Baynes that the 
Blue Mountain Forest Association offers a gift of 5 
bison to the American Bison Society, for stocking the 
Wind Cave Preserve; and, on motion of Dr. Hornaday, 
it was Voted: That the generous offer of the Blue Moun- 
tain Forest Association be accepted with thanks. 

Voted: That the matter of a New York State herd 
be left to President Hooper and Dr. Hornaday, with 
power. 

Dr. Hornaday stated that he felt doubtful of his 
ability to take on the work which might be involved in 
securing a New York State herd, and that he rather 
doubted the advisability of pushing this project at the 
present time. 
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Dr. Palmer made a statement regarding the Wet- 
more Game Preserve in Missouri, giving it as his opin- 
ion, that the two most promising fields for the creation 
of State herds were Missouri and New York. On his 
suggestion, it was Voted: That the Secretary be em- 
powered to communicate with the proper officials 
in these States regarding this matter of State herds. 

Dr. Palmer made a brief report on the progress of 
the Wind Cave Preserve. He went over the range last 
year, and found it even better than Mr. Loring’s report 
indicated. In order to acquire all the outside land 
recommended, an expenditure of approximately $17,000 
seemed necessary. Inasmuch as Congress had cut 
the recommended appropriation of $32 000 to $26,000, 
one of the parcels had to be eliminated from considera- 
tion. Certain difficulties regarding title are at this 
moment holding up the final acquisition of the remain- 
ing lots. Another difficulty was encountered in the 
fact that much used roads run through the Wind Cave 
Park, and these make almost impossible the fencing of 
the entire area, because of the impracticability of main- 
taining gates where the roads would enter the enclosure. 
It is therefore proposed to fence 1,640 acres in one 
place, and 4,160 in another, divided only by a road, and 
connected by gangways passing beneath the road. 
These two enclosures would include most of the graz- 
ing land in the Park. It is hoped that matters may 
be br ought to a point where the fences may be in posi- 
tion by the fallvok Gis: 

It was Voted: That the plan for the Wind Cave 
National Bison Range presented by Dr. Palmer be 
approved by the Society. 

The Secretary was instructed to request from Dr. 
Palmer an article on the Niobrara Preserve for the 
Sixth Annual Report. 


The Board then adjourned.

REPORT ON CANADA’S NATIONAL HERD 
FOR THE FISCAL YEAR ENDING 
MARCH 31, 1913. 


ITHIN the three National parks in which the Do- 

minion Government maintains the buffalo in a 

state of semi-captivity are to-day by actual count 1,287 

buffalo. The number of males is approximately the 

same as the number of females, and a large number of 

the former are aged. The total number of calves suc- 
cessfully raised during the year is 221. 

Several applications from city parks for live 
buffalo have been lately received and are under con- 
sideration, and one cow buffalo has been loaned to the 
City of Vancouver, B. C., during the past season. 

It has been found necessary to slaughter some of 
the fierce old bulls which had been injured while fight- 
ing, and the balance of these aged animals will later 
be transferred from their resnective parks to Banff, 
where they will doubtless be a great attraction to 
tourists and others. 

With the exception of seven head received from 
Michael Pablo, no further acquisitions have been made 
during the past year. The shipment in question

arrived during June last and was composed of one two- 
year old bull, three cows, two yearling heifers and one 
calf ; these animals were all in good condition on arrival. 
The following shipments have been received to 
date from Michael Pablo, since the two first shipments 
from this source were received during 1907 and which 
amounted to four hundred and ten head (410).

With regard to the general health of the herd, it 1s 
gratifying to have no losses to report through disease, 
nor have there been any cases among the buffalo which 
have necessitated the services of a veterinary surgeon. 
Since the creation in July, 1911, of the Dominion Parks 
Branch, which now administers all park matters, great 
attention has been paid to precautionary measures that

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will ensure as much as possible freedom from disease 
among the herd. 

This report would not be complete without some 
mention as to the wild herd of so-called wood bison. 
A definite and well defined district, within which prac- 
tically all these buffalo have their habitat, has now 
been established, viz: that portion of land bounded on 
the west by the Caribou Mountains, on the south by 
the Peace River, on the east by the Slave River and on 
the north by an imaginary line drawn from the Caribou 
Mountains on the west to the Slave River on the east. 
touching the latter on about Point Ennuyoux and the

former about fifty miles south of Buffalo Lake; com- 
prising about 8,000 square miles of dense forest, inter- 
spersed with park-like meadows, abounding in lush 
grass and herbage, and distant some seven hundred 
miles north of Edmonton, Alta. These woodland 
buffalo, in regard to size, perfection of type and splen- 
did condition, appear to be the very culmination of 
their species. Owing to this herd being split up into 
small bands, continually moving from one part of 
their range to another, the feeding grounds being 
separated by many miles of dense forest, it has so far 
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been impossible to obtain even an approximate count 
of these buffalo. Owing also to the number of large 
timber wolves, they have become very much wilder than 
their brethren of the plains, and thus, though not im- 
possible, the task of capturing young bulls, in order 
to improve the National herd within the parks, would 
be one of considerable difficulty. 

The question of fencing a portion of their range is 
now being considered, and in this connection it has 
been proposed that a certain number of cow buffalo be 
taken from the National herd and placed in the en- 
closure, to be made in the wood buffalo range, in

order to lure some of these latter within the enclosure; 
the question of transporting these cow buffalo is con- 
sidered quite feasible. 

A large amount of reliable information, as to this 
northern herd, the character of their habitat, ete., ete., 
has been collected by this branch, and it is hoped that 
steps will soon be taken that will ensure the preserva- 
tion of these woodland buffalo, the finest of their kind. 
The number of buffalo now directly and indirectly 
maintained by the Dominion Government, taking the 
lowest number that has been stated to comprise the 
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wood buffalo herd and ineluding the small number that 
have been loaned to city parks, amounts to 1,600 pure- 
blood bison, distributed as follows: Composing the 
Canadian National Herd, 1,287; within the wood 
buffalo country, 300, and in various city parks, 13. 

In conclusion, this branch has lately received 
information tending to show the existence of another 
herd in the district east of the Finlay River in British 
Columbia. Further and authoritative information is 
shortly looked for, and it is hoped that the reports as 
to this new herd may be confirmed, in order that an 
infusion of new blood may be obtained when deemed 
necessary in the future for the benefit of the herd now 
maintained by the Dominion Government; and thus 
the aim in establishing this herd will be successfully 
carried out, namely: the permanent preservation of the 
noblest and most beneficent of the large animals 
indigenous to this country.

Ube presentation by Mr. J. W. Gilbert of Friend, 

Neb., of his small herd of buffalo to the Federal

the suggestion that he present the herd to the Govern- 
ment. This overture was made to the United States 
Department of Agriculture, and last year I was sent 
to Mr. Gilbert’s ‘place to look into the matter and 
report. It was a condition of the proposed gift that 
the animals would not be removed from the State of 
Nebraska. We were also expected to transfer them 
before the winter season would bring added care and 
attention to Mr. Gilbert. Correspondence was had with 
the officials of the Federal Department, and the gift 
accepted. 

While the existence and ownership of this herd has: 
been noted with regularity in your Reports, it is to be 
regretted that members of your Society have not had 
the opportunity to personally meet Mr. Gilbert and 
become acquainted with him. He is one of those grand. 
good men it becomes a pleasure to know, and the buffalo. 
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have had no better friend. A pioneer to Nebraska in 
1867, he settled on Turkey Creek, a location thirty- 
eight miles southwest of Lincoln, and his selections of 
land have proven profitable to him in his years of 
retirement. His ‘‘game pasture’’ has comprised eighty 
acres along the course of this creek, and a grove of 
large walnut trees have afforded ample shade. The 
buffalo have increased slowly; and on account of the 
presence of a herd of elk and deer in the same pasture 
it has been necessary for him to occasionally dispose 
of a few animals in order to keep the herd down to the 
proper size for the pasture. 

Our Government had but one available location in 
Nebraska to which these animals could be taken, and 
this was the Niobrara Reservation, a part of the old 
military reserve of the same name, which was aban- 
doned about six years ago. It is in Cherry County 
about half way up the State, east and west, and within 
six miles of the South Dakota line. Valentine is the 
nearest town, four miles distant from Headquarters. 

The original military reserve comprised 37,000 
acres, and its possibilities as a bison range would have 
enthused your most dormant member. It was decreed 
that such portions which could be classed as ‘‘agricul- 
tural’’ should be opened to settlement, and our depart- 
ment secured but a minor portion. Executive orders 
setting aside certain areas as the ‘**‘ Niobrara Reserva- 
tion for the Protection of Native Birds’’ were made 
under dates of January 11 and November 14, 1912, and 
the approximate area of the completed reserve is now 
14,000 acres. It was fortunate that the bird protective 
sentiment was suffic iently strong to bring to the depart- 
ment the control of a tract of land of ‘this character. 
For the joke is, that upon inspection of our ‘‘ Bird 
Reservation’’ we found a property of such merit as to 
justify any extensive plan and outlay for the mainte- 
nance of a herd of buffalo, with the addition of elk, 
deer and antelope if desired. 

The Niobrara River runs east and west across the 
tract, about one-third of the area lying north of the 
stream. This northern portion includes many shelter-

ing bluffs, gulches, and warm winter slopes. Three 
small streams originating in perpetual springs and 
flowing down canyons to the Niobrara afford ample 
water. There is considerable timber with oak and ash 
thickets, and the whole is strongly sodded on a deep, 
rich soul. 

Niobrara Reserve is not so far east as to lack the 
charm found in the western air and climate, a charm 
that should be accessary to a bison range. At the same 
time the rainfall is more than the average for a western 
locality, and an extra heavy growth of erass results. 
We have the good old “hultalo erass’ >in abundance, 
and our small herd have taken to it as to a long lost 
friend. 

South of the river the land is sandy, and although 
not adapted to farming, the protecting sod is heavy and 
the grass grows to hay-like abundance. This portion 
might not be adapted for buffalo in large numbers; but, 
as it would have to be fenced separately, it will provide 
an exclusive antelope pasture of much merit. 

But the buffalo need no better retreat than in the 
territory north of the river, where they could roam 
about the numerous canyons and find ample natural 
shelter from the most severe storms. When appro- 
priation through Congress is secured to enable the 
officials to fence this reserve property, the Government 
will then have a fourth bison range in a typical loca- 
tion, of equal merit and value to the others. While the 
Montana Range is all that can be desired, it is so remote 
that there are not many persons in the east who will 
be able to visit it. Niobrara will be more readily 
accessible; and the support of your members for any 
legislation pending to fence this reserve will no doubt 
be hearty. 

The presentation of ‘‘the Gilbert herd,’’ however, 
‘ame upon us before we had such an appropriation to 
fence. The citizens of Valentine helped us out in this 
emergency, for, rather than lose the herd to their 
vicinity, a fund of $470 was subscribed. The Chicago 
and Northwestern Railway Co. donated $100, and 
through the efforts of Dr. T.S. Palmer of the Biological

Survey, $1,500 was pledged by the National Associa- 
tion of Audubon Societies, making a total fund of 
$2,070 for immediate use in constructing a fence about 
a small area, so that the herd could be moved for the 
relief of Mr. Gilbert. Therefore the pasture as it now 
stands has an area of about two hundred aeres, and it 
has been planned with a view to its use as a permanent 
exhibition pasture for a selected number of game 
animals. The large pasture will join on the east side, 
and the buffalo or other game animals can be shifted 
from one enclosure to the other. 

It was not difficult work transferring the buffalo 
from the Gilbert farm near Friend to Valentine and 
the reservation. What complecated the task was the 
fact that we had to handle three classes of animals of 
diverse natures and requiring different methods of cap- 
ture and treatment. The gift comprised seventeen elk, 
several deer and the six buffalo. It became necessary 
to divide the shipment and make two trips. A fourteen- 
mile haul by wagon to the railroad was necessary at 
Friend, with a four-mile haul at this end. The buffalo 
were in the crates about 44 hours, and I turned them 
into the pasture on January 21 without loss or accident. 

The bluffs across the river and the rolling table- 
lands beyond make a perfect background for our little 
buffalo group of 5 cows and heifers, one young bull and 
one little calf a month old. I know that the animals 
are happy in their new home. They have shed the 
restraint of an eighty acre pasture from their sides 
together with last winter’s coat of long hair, and almost 
daily enjoy the excitement of a genuine stampede. It 
is to be regretted that we do not have a hundred or more 
to dot and typify the landscape.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STATE HERDS 


ae TER careful survey of the field during the past 

year the committee has been unable to make any 
real progress in the establishment of herds of buffalo 
under State auspices. One of the projects referred to 
in the last report, the Gilbert herd in Nebraska, has 
been taken over by the Department of Agric ulture, and 
the establishment of this herd on the Niobrara Reser- 
vation in northern Nebraska is now practically an 
accomplished fact. 

During the present year, with the convening of 
legislatures in three-fourths of the States and many 
projects for the protection of game under considera- 
tion, it may be possible to secure some provision for a 
State reservation adapted for buffalo. The most 
promising outlook at present seems to be in Missouri 
and in New York. The committee recommends that 
the matter be taken up by the Secretary with the proper 
officers in these two States with a view to ascertaining 
whether the desired object can be carried out. 

Attention is again called to the fact brought out by 
the last census of buffalo that eleven of the Southern 
States as well as several States in the northwest and 
on the Pacific coast are without a single living speci- 
ment of the American bison. The people and espe- 
cially the children in these States have no opportunity 
of seeing the buffalo in life, unless on the occasion of a 
visit to a traveling menagerie or circus. The com- 
mittee therefore renews its recommendation that, as a 
means of popularizing the work of the Society and of 
extending interest in the buffalo, attention be directed 
in some of these States toward the establishment of 
municipal herds, which it is beheved can be provided 
with a minimum of expense if the proper co-operation 
ean be secured from Boards of Trade and Chambers of 
Commerce in some of the leading cities. The time seems 
opportune for inaugurating a campaign of this kind, 
particularly in the cities of Atlanta, Ga., and Memphis, 
Tenn. It is believed that if the Secretar y will take up 
these matters with the Chambers of Commerce or other 
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leading business organizations in these cities, a plan can 
be formulated whereby small exhibition herds of 
buffalo can be provided for the respective city parks 
of these cities. These herds will prove both a means 
of education and of popularization of the work so that, 
if later on effort is to be made to establish a National 
herd in the Appalachian Park or at some other suitable 
point in the southeastern States, the movement will 
secure the general support which its importance 
demands.

Dear Professor Hooper: You may be interested to know what 
progress is being made in the acquisition of lands for the Wind Cave 
National Game Preserve. We have decided to purchase the follow- 
ing four tracts: 

1. The Ranklin place of 80 acres, inside the Park. 

2. The Ranklin homestead of 80 acres, adjoining the north 
boundary of the Park. 

3. The Paulsen place of 156 acres, at the northeast corner of 
the Park. 

4. The Prather place of 160 acres, between the Ranklin and 
Paulsen holdings on the north boundary of the Park. 

Up to date, we have secured satisfactory options on all these 
tracts except the Ranklin homestead, to which the owner is not 
yet prepared to transfer title, but hopes to secure his final papers 
within sixty days. We have secured a deed from Mr. Ranklin for 
the holding within the Park, and the papers are now in the hands 
of the solicitor for examination. We have secured a deed from Mr. 
Paulsen and the papers have been approved by the Department of 
Justice and have been sent back to South Dakota to be recorded. 
The Department of Justice is now examining the title to the Prather 
place, but we have not yet secured a deed. I am hoping that the 
purchase of tracts 1, 3 and 4 can be concluded within thirty or sixty 
days and we shall then be in a position to proceed with the fencing 
without waiting for the acquisition of the Ranklin homestead outside 
the Park boundary.

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CONSTITUTION OF THE AMERICAN 
BISON SOCIETY 
ARTICLE I—NAME 


The name of this organization shall be The American Bison Society. 


ARTICLE II.—OBJECTS 


The objects of this Society shall be the permanent preservation and 
increase of the American Bison. 


ARTICLE II—MEMBERSHIP 


Section 1—The membership of this Society shall consist of Associate 
Members, Members, Life Members, Patrons, and Honorary Members. 


Section 2.—Any person in sympathy with the objects of this Society 
may become an Associate Member by paying the prescribed dues. 


Any person in sympathy with the objects of this Society may become 
a Patron, Life Member, or Member upon election by the Executive Com- 
mittee and payment of the prescribed fees or dues. 


Section 3.—The dues of an Associate Member shall be one dollar, 
payable annually. The dues of a Member shall be five dollars, payable 
annually. The fee of a Life Member shall be one hundred dollars. The 
fee of a Patron shall be one thousand dollars. 


Section 4—A Member may be expelled from the Society upon the 
written recommendation of any officer, by a majority vote of the members 
of the Executive Committee present at any meeting, provided notice of 
such proposed action, with reasons therefor, be sent to the member and to 
the Executive Committee at least one week before such meeting. 


ARTICLE IV—GOVERNMENT 


Section 1—The governing body of this Society shall consist of a 
Board of Managers of twenty-seven persons, divided into three groups of 
nine each. The tenure of office of the Managers shall be three years, but 
only nine Managers’ terms can expire by limitation in any one year. 
Therefore, at each annual meeting of the Society, nine new members 
shall be elected by ballot of a majority of the members present, due notice 
haying been given in advance to all members. 


Section 2—The Board of Managers shall elect each year at its annual 
meeting, from its own members, by ballot and a majority vote, a President, 
two Vice-Presidents, Secretary, and Treasurer, and five persons to form, 
with the President and Secretary, the Executive Committee of the Society. 
Honorary officers, each to serve a term of one year, may be elected at the 
discretion of the Executive Committee. 


Section 3.—Vacancies occurring in the Board of Managers and Exec- 
utive Committee may be filled by the Executive Committee to complete the 
year in which they occur. 


Section 4—At the annual meeting a Nominating Committee, consist- 
ing of three members, shall be appointed by the presiding officer; their 
duties shall be to present a list of candidates to fill vacancies on the Board 
of Managers. 
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ARTICLE V.—DUTIES OF OFFICERS 


Section 1.—The duties of the officers shall be such as pertain to their 
respective offices in similar societies. The President shall be ex-officio 
chairman of the Board of Managers and of the Executive Committee. 


Section 2.—The Vice-Presidents shall perform the duties of the Presi- 
dent, in his absence, in the order of seniority of office. 


Section 3.—The Secretary shall record the proceedings of the Society, 
of its Board of Managers, and of its Executive Committee, in books to be 
kept for the purpose; shall have charge of all records belonging to the 
Society, and of its publications; shall conduct the correspondence of the 
Society and keep a record thereof; shall inform members, Managers, and 
officers of their election; and shall give notice of all meetings, and inform 
the Managers and officers of all matters requiring their action. 


Section 4.—The Treasurer shall collect all bills and assessments due 
the Society; shall pay from the funds of the Society all bills duly approved 
by the President, or by three members of the Executive Committee; shall 
send to the Secretary once a month the names and addresses of all new 
members. He shall also furnish, at the request of the Executive Com- 
mittee, a statement of the financial condition of the Society. 


ARTICLE VI.—MEETINGS 


Section 1.—There shall be an annual meeting of the Society, for the 
election of Managers and other general purposes, on the second Thursday 
of January. 


Section 2.—Special meetings may be called upon seven days’ notice 
by the President, or on a written application signed by three members of 
the Board of Managers, stating the object of said meeting. 


Section 8.—The annual meeting of the Board of Managers shall be 
held immediately after the annual meeting of the members of the Society, 
and other meetings may be held at such times as the President or Execu- 
tive Committee may deem desirable. Five members of the Board shall 
constitute a quorum. 


Section 4.—Meetings of the Executive Committee may be held at such 
times and places as may be appointed by the President, or, in his absence, 
by the Secretary, and three days’ notice of each meeting shall be given. 
Three members constitute a quorum. 


Section 5.—The order of business shall be as follows:— 
Reading records of previous meeting. 
Reports of Committees. 
Reading communications. 
Unfinished business. 
New business. 


Cushing’s Manual shall be the authority for the decision of disputed 
questions of order and debate. 


ARTICLE VII.\!AMENDMENTS 


Amendments or alterations of the Constitution may be made by a two- 
thirds vote of a meeting of the Board of Managers at any meeting, pro- 
vided written notice of the proposed change shall have been sent by mail 
to every member of the Board of Managers not less than seven days pre- 
vious to said meeting.
